considerably better than a bale to 
the acre. Dr. Braswell stated that 
Mr. Barlow took that farm a few 
years ago under protest, due to 
the fact that it was infested with 
Johnson grass. By pasturing with 
hogs and using’ progressive farm- 
ing methods, the farm has become 
noted as a crop producer. Tom 
Barlow has the reputation of be- 
ing one of Coffee County’s leading 
cotton farmers. Perhaps he knows 
he has to raise big crops to feed 
his dozen or so little Barlows.

It made 
me think of the days when I was 
in old Missouri, where they grow 
the finest mules on earth, Mr. 
Wyrosdick is noted as a mule 
fancier and he and his sons are 
justly proud of their prowess along 
that line. 4 

We next called at the Tobe Nel- 
son farm. Mr. Nelson was another 
away-from-home celebrator, but 
his sons made us welcome and we 
took pleasure in inspecting the 
crops of another of the county’s 
most successful farmers. Dr. 
Braswell stated that Mr. Nelson 
raised 47 bales of cotton from 48 
acres last year. Unusually dry 
weather this season has had its 
effect on crops in that section, but 
it is predicted that Mr. Nelson 
will be found right up there near 
the top when cotton yields are 
computed this fall. Mr. Nelson is 
an expert cotton farmer and al- 
ways gets results. 

At the Allen Johnson planta- 
tion, we found him celebrating the 
Natal Day by plowing in his cot- 
ton field. Dry weather had left 
its marks on Mr. Johnson’s crops, 
but although the cotton weed was 
comparatively small, it was chock 
full of fruit and as Dr. Braswell 
told Mr. Johnson; ‘Allen, you 
are going to have plenty of cot- 
ton, probably more than you can 
sell without paying the tax.”

getting a farm of his own when 
he completes the course. Metcalf 
has been stationed in the camp 
kitchen and now rates as a cook.” 

“He has been married six months 
and admits he gets homesick once 
in a while, adding that he en- 
counters little difficulty in getting 
off for a day or two to visit his 


wife, who is staying with rela- 
tives near Dothan. 
“The cooks, he said, can get 


| longer leaves than other workers, 


though they have to work harder 
while in camp, working on a 24- 
hour shift. 

“Metcalf is about 21. He de- 
clares he is looking forward to 
what the future will bring, dis- 
counting the hardships of being 
separated from his family now. 
Not only does he feel he is working 
toward a definite goal, but be- 
lieves his morale has _ been 
strengthened and says he can face 
the future with more courage since 
the government offered to aid in 
financing homesteads for those 
who complete the training course. 

“Working in the kitchen with 
Metcalf is a young married farm- 
er from Gordon, H. D. Shinholster. 
Shinholster is older than Metcalf 
and probably has experienced more 
of the depression than his co- 
worker,

“Like the others, Lee is anxious 
for the training period to end and 
the actual farming to start.

“A typical dirt farmer of about 
30 years is T. T. Dunn, whose home 
jis in Dale County between Skip- 
perville and Clopton, Dunn came 
to the camp several weeks ago and 
says he is going to stick it out 
until he gets a homestead. 

“He likes the camp but would 
prefer a farm of his own and is 
looking forward to the time when 
Uncle Sam comes across with the 
{40 odd acres he promised at the 
end of the training period. Dunn 
came off relief rolls in Dale Coun- 
ty. He now feels he is making his 
own way and does not have to 
| depend on society for aid in mak- 
ing a living. Moreover, he is sure 
he can run a farm successfully. 

“Married and without children, 
Dunn's wife is staying with her 
parents while he is away. She 
does not like the separation, he 
says, but thinks the opportunity of 
securing acres that will belong 
to them is worth the temporary 
hardship. 


“The camp was opened April 2 
| with a few recruits from South- 
j}east Alabama counties @nd since 
that time has had as many as 310 
enrollees, many of whom have 
dropped out for various reasons, 
according to Lieut-Col. R. L. Pitt- 
man, camp director, 

“When first established, the 
camp consisted of only one build- 
ing which is now converted into 
administration headquarters, and 
numerous other buildings have 
been added. A 15,000 gallon water 
tank has been erected as well as 
adequate shower bath facilities, 
equipped with hot and cold water. 

“The workers sleep in tents, all 
with wood floors, and meals are 
served in a long mess hall which 
serves also as classrooms where 
instruction in reading, writing, 
mathematics, and agriculture are 
given by a college graduate. 

“Pittman is gratified by results 
the camp has attained, emphasiz- 
ing that the real purpose is to irh- 
prove the morale of the workers 
as well as give them actual oppor- 
tunity for self-betterment,”

I have had quite a lot to say 
about carpet grass but the impor- 
taice of the subject warrants rep- 
etilion of all that I have said. 
July is the best month in the year 
for planting carpet grass. The 
winter months ave the most desir- 
uble so far as making the grass 
live is concerned but the days are 
short, the weather is cold and the 
ground is boggy so after you con- 


}sider everything there is not a 
enough soil to level the furrow} . e 


doubt in my mind but that the 
month of July is the best time for 
you to pul out your carpet grass. 
A mattock, a handle basket, two 
men and a wagon are all the equip-| 
ment you need, Go to a plot of) 
carpet grass and cut the grass| 
where it grows in strips just as} 
wide as is your mattock blade.| 
Take your strips and place them 
on your wagon to be moved. If 
it is best to use quite a bit of| 
water as these strips of grass 
should be wet at all times, Be} 
sure to see to it that the loose), 
earth is not jarred or knocked off | 
the grass roots, After you drive) 
to the patch where you expect to} 
put out the grass you should begin} 
cutting these strips into blocks| 
and this should be done near the 
branch where there is plenty of} 
water handy and the blocks should | 
be kept perfectly moist at all! 
times. You may cut the blocks) 
of grass from two to four inches} 
long. I would suggest that you) 
have the blocks square. One man) 
should fill his handle basket with} 
blocks and the second man should} 
make holes with the mattock for | 
planting the grass. About two} 
licks with your mattock will make} 
a hole deep enough for your blocks} 
of grass, The man with the grass 
should place one block in this hole, 
put his foot on the block and press 
his entire weight down on the 
grass. As soon as this has been 
done he is ready to move on to the 


j next hole. The man with the mat- 
|} tock makes only two or three 
licks for each hole and by the use 


of this system you can move along 
very rapidly. A boy could be used 
very iiicely in this work as he 
could carry the blocks of grass 
from the wagon to the man who 
is puiling them down. There is 
what is known as a “moisture line” 
around all the branch heads and 
it is my suggestion that you plant 
your first carpet grass along that 
line. The moisture line is the place 
where the dry soil and the wet 
soil come together. Two men 
should be able to put out enough 
carpet grass in one day to give 
any pasture a reasonably good 
start. I would suggest that you 
put your blocks of grass about ten 
or twenty feet apart, according to 
the size of your pasture and the 
amount of time you will be able 
to devote to your pasture, After 
you put a row of grass all the way 
around your moisture line you 
should go back and put other rows 
on the damp land, according to 
your time. If you have any time 
left over after finshing the damp 
land I would suggest that you put 
the grass on your ridge land, too. 
There seems to be an idea that 
carpet grass will not grow except 
on bottom land but this is a mis- 
take, as I have it growing success-

by scalding them, I have had quite 
a number of inquiries as to just 
how the sealding should be done, 
Tam unable to obtain any authen- 
tic information for this work but 
I have talked with quite a number 
of people who scald their peas, 
The process is very simple and the 
only thing you need to do is to 
bring the skin of the pea in con- 
tact with boiling hot water, One 
man tells me that he puts the 
water in his wash pot and brings 
it to a boiling point, after which 
he begins to scald his peas, He 
keeps the water boiling all the 
time, He puts the pes in a flour 
sack and scalds about ten pounds 
at the time, The peas are tied in 
the bag so that the bag will be 
very loose. He drops the bag in 


the pot and uses a stick to make} 


sure that they are all covered 
with the hot water and that the 
hot water reaches every part of 
the bag, It takes only a few sec- 
onds to complete the job. Just 
4s soon as the peas are complete- 
ly submerged he lifts the bag out, 
unties the string and spreads the 
peas out in a cool place to dry. 
After the peas have dried he plac- 


the bag up tightly. Not a weevil 
or a bug will be found in your 
peas or beans if handled this way. 
I know of a lady who follows an 
entirely different set of rules. She 
places a dish pan on the stove and 
brings the water to a boil. She 


places the peas or beans in a} 
strainer and simply places the; 


strainer in the dish pan. She stirs 


the peas with a spoon to make} 


sure that all the peas are covered 
with the hot water and then she 


lifts them out, She likes this plan} 
better than that of using the wash| 


pot as she says it is much easier 
done, You should be very careful 
in seeing to it that the scalding 
water reaches every pea and you 
should likewise be very careful to 
see that the peas are not cooked. 
If peas or beans are properly 
scalded they will be perfectly good 
for seed next spring. I feel that 
you should be more careful with 
your seed peas than with the oth- 
ers. They should be dropped quick- 
ly into the boiling water and 


should be spread almost instantly | 
to make sure that the life of the} 


pea is not injured. A third plan 


is that of placing your peas or} 
beans in your stove oven. This} 


plan is as good as the other two, 
except that you cannot use your 
peas or beans for seed. Any sys- 
tem which applies sufficient heat 
to kill the weevil eggs and which 
encloses the beans and peas so 
that weevil flys cannot get back 


to them is sufficient. |

$367,000 CUT FROM 
SCHOOL BOOK BILL 


A total saving in the cost of 
textbooks for the elementary 
grades of Alabama's public schools 
of approximately $280,000, and a 
saving of an additional approxi- 
mate $87,000 in texts for high 
school grades—or $367,000 in all 
—has been effected by the State 
Textbook Purchasing Board in its 
recently completed adoption of 
school books, for which contracts 
have already been awarded to pub- 
lishers for the six-year period 
starting July 1st, 1935. 

This announcement is contained 
in a statement issued recently by 
Dr. J. A. Keller, State Superin- 
tendent of Education and Secre- 
tary of the Purchasing Board, in 
connection with release of details 
concerning the adoption with the 
name and price of each book to be 
used in the elementary grades. 
Lists containing like details re- 
garding texts adopted for the high 
school grades are now being pre- 
pared and will be released within 
the next few days.

OATHS FOR TEACHERS 

In a number of states laws have 
been passed, or have been propos- 
ed, requiring teachers in the pub- 
lic schools and colleges to take 
the oath of allegiance, as must 
be done by officails in various 
branches of the government. 

The demand for such laws has 
been brought about by the spread 
of Communistic doctrines, in which 
many educators of note, as well as 
teachers of lesser rank, are said 
to have taken part. That organ- 
ized groups of teachers have pro- 
tested against taking the oath is 
perhaps one of the most convinc- 
ing arguments for requiring it. It 
is difficult to see how any true 
American could object to taking 
the oath, which officials, from the 
President down, must take before 
entering upon the duties of their 
respective offices. The oath is as 
follows: 

“IT * * * do solemnly swear (or 
affirm) that I will support and de- 
fend the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States against all enemies, for- 
true faith and allegiance to the 
true faith an dallegiance to the 
same; that I take this obligation 
freely, without any mental reser- 
vation or purpose of evasion; and 
that I will well and faithfully dis- 
charge the duties of the office on 
which I am about to enter. So 
help me God,” 

It seems to us that anyone who 
would refuse to make this simple 
declaration of loyalty to Ameircan 
principles is unfit to be entrusted 
with the training of future Ameri- 
can citizens.

Coffee Farmers Visit Headland 
Experiment Station 

Some 400 Coffee County farmers 
spent Wednesday, July 10, at the 
Wiregrass Experiment Station at 
Headland as the guests of Dean 
Funchess, Director of the Alabama 
Mxperiment Stations, and J. P. 
Wilson, Superintendent of the 
Headland Experiment Station. 

The farmers visited the farm 
where they saw the various ex- 
periments being’ conducted, Each 
experiment was explained to them 


in detail by an official of the

After a tour of the farm the 
farmers met in the High School 
Auditorium for a more detailed 
explanation of the results being 


obtained at the Wiregrass Station. 
Commissioner of Agriculture R. J. 
Goode addressed the farmers on 
the purpose of the Station. Dr, 
Tidmore from Auburn gave a very 
interesting talk on the results of 
the fertilizer experiments. Mr. J. 
P. Wilson discussed the results of 
his 5 years work on hogs.

Peanut Growers Meet To Discuss 
1986 Peanut Program 

Representative peanut growers 
from Coffee, Dale, Geneva, Hous- 
ton, Pike, Covington, Crenshaw, 
Barbour, Henry and Conecuh Coun- 
ties met with officials from Wash- 
ington at Mnterprise on Monday, 
July 15, for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the 1986 Peanut Program. 

The Washington officials were 
interested in obtaining data rela- 
tive to the way peanuts were han- 
died in Southeast Alabama and 
at the same time learn just what 
the farmers thought of the 1935 
program and what changes, if any, 
should be made in the 19386 pro- 
gram should the AAA see fit to 
continue the program in 1936. The 
discussion was led by H. W. Tay- 
lor, a former County Agent in 
North Carolina, who is at present 
connected with the Peanut Section 
in Washington. 

The farmers were free to give 
information and at the same time 
were willing to offer constructive 
criticisms relative to the 1935 Pea- 
nut contract. Mr. Taylor express- 
ed himself as being well pleased 
with the way the farmers entered 
the discussion and felt that the 
information gained here would be 
very valuable in formulating plans 
for 1936. 

It is believed that a plan which 
will enable farmers to get a fair 
price for their peanuts will be ap- 
proved and put into force this Fall. 
It is also believed that the farm- 
ers will be given an opportunity 
to sign Peanut Acreage Reduction 
Contracts, which will pay benefit 
payments, in 1936.

PROCESSING TAX IS HELD 
ILLEGAL BY UU. S, COURT 


BOSTON, July 16.—The  pro- 
cessing tax and floor taxes of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, un- 
der which the Federal government 
had collected approximately $900,- 
000,000 and expected to collect an 
additional $700,000,000, were de- 
clared unconstitutional today by 
the United States Cireuit Court, 
| ‘The court's ruling was based up- 
on a test case brought by the 
Hoosac Mills Corporation, which 
sought to escape payment of 
$81,694, 

The processing tax and the floor 
tax, the latter a levy upon finish- 
ed goods on hand when the tax 
became effective, were considered 
the backbone of the AAA, 

With funds thus derived, the 
Secretary of Agriculture compen- 
sated farmers and growers for 
curtailing crops and livestock pro- 
duetion, 

The Cireuit Court found, in 
brief, that Congress had no author- 
ities to regulate products which 
were in the control of the State; 
that the tax was an improper dele- 
gation of power, and that if the 
charge was a tax, it was a direct 
tax, not apportioned, and if an ex- 
cise tax, it was not uniform, 

The Cireuit Court's ruling was 
closely followed by announcement 
at Washington that the govern- 
ment would take prompt appeal 
to the Supreme Court, 

Atty.-Gen. Cummings said the 
Hoosac case probably would con- 
trol more than 200 other suits on 
file in various Federal courts at- 
tacking the taxes and seeking re- 
funds and injunctions against pay- 
ments. 

The Federal government was 
moving to balk recovery of money 
already paid in the outlawed taxes. 

Amendments to the AAA pend- 
ing at the national capital would 
throw pending suits out of court 
and prevent filing of new suits. 
The government cannot be sued 
without consent of Congress, 

The court held that the power 
of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce did not authorize it to 
do so by taxing agricultural or in- 
dustrial products before they en- 
tered interstate commerce, or to 
control their production merely 
because their production indirect- 
ly affected interstate commerce. 

“Tf Congress can take over the 
conrtol of any intra-state business 
by a declaration of an economic 
emergency and a public interest 
in its regulation,” the court found, 
“it would be difficult to define the 
limits of the powers of Congress, 
or to foretell the future limitations 
of local self-government.”
